A r emar kable featur e, says the 
Globe 
Democr at, 
was

the 
tr ain, which was filled with pas­ 
senger s, and r unning at a r ate of 
fifty-five 
miles 
an 
hour , 
was 
thor oughly der ailed, 
yet no one 
was 
killed 
and 
no 
one 
even 
ser iously injur ed. 
The tr ain involved was No. 14, 
east-bound, due in St. Louis at 7 a. 
m. 
It was in the char ge of Con­ 
ductor James Canautsy and E n ­ 
gineer J. B. Cogley. 
A t the time of the accident the 
tr ain was about thir ty-five minutes 
late, and on r eaching a str aight 
str etch of well-equipped tr ack, the 
engineer decided to make up some 
of the lost time. 
About 100 yar ds west of 
Elm 
Point station, nine miles west of 
St. Char les, the tank, attached to 
the 
engine, 
without 
war ning, 
jumped into the air , tur ned over 
and fell at the side of the tr ack. It 
was followed by the baggage car , 
two coaches and one sleeper , all of 
which tur ned over on their sides, 
but none of them left the gr ade or 
r olled down. 
The engine and r ear 
sleeper r emained on the tr ack. 
The passenger s in the over tur ned 
car s wer e thr own about pr omis­ 
cuously and many of them wer e 
sever ely br uised and cut. The car s, 
however , did not telescope, and u 
is pr obably owing to this fact that 
none of the passenger s lost their 
lives. 
They wer e r eleased 
fr om 
the car s as soon as possible, and 
those who 
had sustained br uises 
and cuts wer e car ed for as well as 
could be for the time being.

IN THE SOUDAN. 


Cliristian Antiquities Found Far Sontfa 
of Former Exp lorations. 
Mr. Joh n Ward, F. S. A., writes ns 
from th e Savile Club: “ We have all 
heard of the temp le.? and p yramids at 
Meroe, but few were p rep ared for the 
discovery of ruined Christian cities 
beyond K hartum . 
In the beautiful 
garden of the p alace at K hartum , I 
saw a huge stone Paschal lamb, of evi­ 
d e nt Roman structure. F ath er Ohr- 
walder told me th a t this was brought 
from 
th e 
ruins 
of 
Soba, 
on 
th e 
Blue 
Kile, 
25 
miles 
be­ 
yond K h artum , in Gordon^s time, 
and 
th a t he 
knew 
the 
p lace, 
iwhich abounded with the remains of 
.C/hristian temp les, and was once the 
center of a civilized kingdom. 
Col. 
Stanton, governor of K hartnm , found 
ane a m ap of the country round Soba, 
iwith the ruins laid down. Since then 
he has visited the ruined temp les him- 
eelf, and p rep ared to 
have 
them 
cleared from the sand, and p hoto­ 
grap hed. 
About eight nujes north 
o f this there are the extensive ruins 
o f another city— ^ a ga — with 
fine 
tem p les of Roman architecture, ave­ 
nues of lambs, the same as the one at 
K h a rtum , leading up to them. T h e 
inscrip tions 
are 
in 
hieroglyp hs, 
irhile th e comp osite cap itals of the 
columns bear the cross, both oi Soba 
a nd Naga. 
T he lamb at K h artum 
has a long hieroglyp h text and the 
cartouche of some ancient king. This 
inscrip tion had not been observed be­ 
fo re I discovered it on the base un­ 
d e r the gravel. So far south, Roman 
work of Christian times w ith hiero­ 
glyp hic texts is a novel combination 
a nd demands furth e r research. Since 
I left K hartum , Col. Stanton writes
